Changes  made  to  Library 


Last  summer  saw  a  major 
change  in  the  physical  ap- 
pearance of  the  Senior  Lib- 
rary. The  addition  of  a  centre 
aisle  bookstack,  18  feet  in 
length,  has  nearly  doubled 
the  shelving  space  in  the 
west  end  of  the  Library.  This 
additional  shelving  is  a  wel- 
come relief  to  Library  wor- 
kers whose  efforts  to  shelve 


books  were  often  frustrated 
by  a  lack  of  space.  As  well, 
eighteen  new  catalogue  file 
drawers  are  being  added  to 
alleviate  over-crowding  of  file 
drawers. 

As  a  means  of  economiz- 
ing in  book  purchases,  a  por- 
tion of  this  Fall's  selection 
was  ordered  in  Perma  Bound 
paperbacks.  This  process

Student  wins  Unique  Award 


Peter  Burgess  of  Grade 
1 1 B  was  recently  awarded  his 
Silver  "C"  Badge  for  soaring 
or  gliding.  Peter  is  one  of  the 
youngest  boys  in  Canada  to 
have  received  this  badge, 
which  is  recognized  by  In- 
ternational Gliding  Clubs.  To 
obtain  it,  a  glider  pilot  must 
pass  three  flight  tests,  dis- 
tance (a  straight  flight  of  at 
least  50  kilometres  or  about 
32  miles),  duration  (being  air 
borne  for  at  least  5  hours) 
and     height     (achieving    an 


altitude  of  at  least  1,000 
metres  or  about  3200  feet). 
Peter  started  gliding  with 
his  father,  who  is  a  qualified 
pilot,  about  three  years  ago 
and  since  that  time  has  spent 
about  every  possible  weekend 
training  at  Hawksbury,  On- 
tario, site  of  the  Gliding  Club. 
His  log  now  shows  approxi- 
mately 75  hours  of  solo  flight 
and  undoubtedly  Peter's  next 
goal  is  the  Gold  Badge  and 
ultimately  the  Diamond 
Award.

Old  Boy  Heads  recording  project 

Talking  books  aid  to  blind 


Two  years  ago,  Roswell 
James  (m  his  graduatmg  year 
at  S.H.S.)  began  a  project 
making  talking  books  for 
blind  students.  This  venture, 
now  an  annual  undertaking, 
is  funded  by  the  generous 
donations  of  many  people 
and  is  held  together  by  Ros- 
well's  industry  and  initiative. 

Initially,  this  project  had 
been  rejected  by  the  Oppor- 
tunity For  Youth  Grant 
Committee;  but,  undaunted 
by  this  financial  setback,  Ros- 
well set  out  to  raise  his  own 
money  from  the  business 
community.  The  first  sum- 
mer, he  raised  $1,800.00, 
hired  three  readers,  and 
taped  five  books.  Last  sum- 


mer, as  a  result  oi  increaseu 
efforts,  James  raised  S9.5O0. 

hired  six  readers  (three  Eng- 
lish, three  French),  and  pro- 
duced twenty-six  books,  fhis 
August,  with  the  assistance 
of  Michael  Meighen,  Ros- 
well's  project.  Educational 
Sound  Recordings  for  the 
Blind  (E.S.R.B.)  became 
a  registered  Canadian  charit- 
able organization. 

Roswell  is  preparing  now 
for  next  summer  and  he  anti- 
cipates hiring  six  readers,  a 
recording  director,  and  a 
blind  student  (for  quality  con- 
trol). To  pay  salaries  and 
defray  operating  costs
